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Teenage 


avid Stirton has a dream — to 
D follow in his father’s footsteps 

and become a professional foot- 
baller — and some highly credentialled 
and astute judges both here and overseas 
believe that the 16-year-old Oakleigh 
Cannons striker has the talent and drive 
to make that dream come true. 
He’s been to Murray Park, training base of 
Scottish giant Rangers, and impressed club 
and Scottish football legend John Greig 
and Rangers Hall of Famer Bobby Russell 
who was coaching the club’s under-13s. 
That was back in 2003, midway through his 
under-12 season, and when Greig said of 
the Frankston-born youngster “he’s definite- 
ly got a bit of class”, Stirton thought that his 
break had come. 
“T was there (Murray Park) for a week and 
trained on two nights. Rangers were very 
positive and wanted me to come over but 
dad said I was too young.” 
He understands why his family — father 
Ian, mother Julie and sister Rachel — were 
not prepared to relocate to Scotland for 
his sake but that was then and this is now. 
We’re sitting at a table in Richmond’s social 
club at Kevin Bartlett Reserve and dad Ian 
interjects: 
“Tt was just far too big a move at that 
stage,” he says. “But right now you'd have 
to give it serious consideration and give him 
the very best opportunity you can to make 
it because that’s all he wants to do with his 
life.” 
Now it’s David’s turn: “I hate school. All 
I want to do is play football.” And believe 
you me, the lad can play. His school, Car- 
rum Downs Secondary, is fully aware of his 
sporting prowess, having conferred upon 
him its Achievement of Excellence in Sport 
award two years running. 
Asked what he thinks are his strengths, he 
replies: “My touch and my speed.” Free- 
kicks are a specialty too although by his 
own admission “they’re not working out too 
good lately.” That won’t please his father 
who already knows what it’s like to be 
forced to wait patiently while David prac- 
tices wrapping his lethal left foot around 
countless free-kick attempts at the end of 
training sessions. 
He admits that communicating to team- 
mates during games is not a strong point 
and that he needs to demand the ball more 
but there are quite a few defenders in the 
Foxtel Cup under-21 competition that are 
wishing he had a string of other weaknesses 
to his game. 
Stirton’s father had two seasons at Rangers 
(in 1979/80 and 1980/81) before Ernie Mer- 
rick brought him to Doveton in the early 
1980s and he started his Australian career 
in style, scoring four goals in a thumping 
victory over Ringwood City Wilhelmina at 
Waratah Reserve. His scoring partner that 
day was current Springvale White Eagles 
coach Stan Webster, who nabbed a hat-trick. 
You could say that young Stirton was ge- 
netically predisposed to be a footballer and 
Oakleigh senior coach Stuart Munro, who 
made over 250 appearances for Rangers, is 
an unabashed fan. 
“He’s a very good young player with 
tremendous skills and a good nose for goal. 
He can play wide or up front and I’ve really 
noticed him developing, especially in the 
last year,” said Munro. 
“He’s starting to develop physically more 
and his dad’s a big strong fellow so if David 
continues to develop in that respect it’s re-

ally going to help his game.” 

Stirton started playing as an eight-year-old 
when he joined Langwarrin juniors. He was 
with the Lawton Park-based outfit for four 
seasons, mainly under the guidance of Peter 
Schwellinger. 

Stirton regularly topped the goalscoring 
charts and the highlight of his Langy stint 
came when he played a pivotal role in 
clinching the under-12A league title. Even 
though that success propelled Langwarrin 
into the following season’s under-13 Super 
League, Stirton switched allegiances and 
former teammates became foes. 

“T joined Box Hill’s Super League team. 

I was there for three years — under-13s, 
under-14s and under-15s. Ricky Mensink 
coached me at first but I had Andy Bozikas 
at under-15 level.” 

In a test that will come in handy if Stirton 
does become a professional, I asked him 
bluntly what he thought of Mensink and 


Bozikas as coaches. He would only com- 
ment on Bozikas, the former Heidelberg 
United star. 

“T thought Andy was a really good coach. 
He believed in me and really encouraged 
me. I enjoyed that year with him.” 

But don’t think that Stirton’s junior career 
was all smooth sailing. He’s had setbacks, 
notably one sledgehammer blow delivered 
by Socceroo legend Alan Davidson who 
was coaching Victoria’s under-14s at the 
time. 

The previous year Stirton had made David- 
son’s all-conquering state under-13 squad 
which went through the national champion- 
ships in Canberra (July 2004) undefeated 
with the youngster scoring twice in the 
national title romp. 

Stirton had high expectations the follow- 
ing year when he tried out for back-to-back 
state selection only to be told by Davidson 
that he was too small! This interview then 


represented a prime opportunity for Stirton 
to exorcise a demon but again, the astute 
youngster proved to be as elusive off the 
field as on. 

“Alan Davidson’s coaching was good,” was 
the best that could be squeezed from him, 
albeit that the Davidson rebuff ended his 
junior representative career. 

A second setback occurred during Stirton’s 
three-year Box Hill stint when he was 
identified as an elite talent and invited to 
trial for a Victorian Institute of Sport place. 
His first trial went well and he was invited 
back for a second trial but the family was 
heading to Queensland on holiday so he had 
to forgo the trial. He never heard back from 
the VIS. 

Now able to fully concentrate on his club 
career Stirton was lured to Oakleigh’s 
under-18s for the 2007 season where 

his development was guided by Bobby 
McLachlan and Harry Djumas. These two 
mentors are his present-day coaches in the 
Oakleigh reserves. 

“Last year we finished midtable in the Su- 
per League which was a pretty good effort. 
I played a couple of reserves games too.” 
He also reached double-figures in goals in 
2007 and his first senior run as a half-time 
substitute in the 2008 Hellenic Cup also 
yielded a goal. Even that piece of informa- 
tion has to be prized out of him because 
Stirton is modest in the extreme. 

At the start of this season though he was 
tempted by an offer from Richmond but 

in the end decided to stay at Oakleigh. 
Judging by his assessment of the youngster, 
McLachlan is delighted that he stayed. 
“David has a wonderful first touch, in fact 
he’s one of the finest controllers of the ball 
that P’ve seen,” said McLachlan. “And the 
weight of his passing is exceptional, so 
much so that I see players in our national 
league who don’t have that ability. He’s 
very gifted. Right now he lacks strength but 
I’m sure that will develop. 

“He sees things really well. As you know 
he’s a Rangers supporter and if you were to 
compare David at the same age to say, Scott 
McDonald, Scott was stockier and harder to 
push off the ball. It would be wonderful for 
David if he could achieve at Rangers what 
Scott has achieved in the Celtic camp.” 
Which raises an interesting scenario. Imag- 
ine this: Stirton has tried out with Rangers 
and failed. He gets a phone call one day 
from a guy called Gordon Strachan asking 
him to come to Celtic Park for a trial. What 
would be his response? 

“No problems. I’d go,” he said without 
hesitation. And if I had any lingering doubts 
about his ambition to succeed in such a 
cut-throat industry that response completely 
erased them. 

We concluded the interview and I thanked 
Stirton for his time. He strolled over to the 
Richmond canteen and returned with a hot 
dog. This was my last chance to finally 
catch him out. I said I’d forgotten to ask 
him about nutrition and how important it 
was to be careful with what he ate. He was 
wise to the game. “I try to stay away from 
takeaway food,” was his rapid-fire response, 
accompanied by a beaming smile that dis- 
appeared as he devoured the hot dog. 

Pity help those Scottish journalists if this 
youngster’s dream comes true.

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OLLERTON SHOCK 


Zebras Coach Unexpectedly Resigns 


Peter Ollerton has shocked the Foxtel Cup 
by resigning as coach from Whittleseas 
Zebras. The 1974 World Cup Socceroo 
informed the club of his decision last 
Wednesday. It appears that the travel 
distance from Ollerton’s home in 
Ringwood to Epping Stadium, as well as 
the club not being able to replace the bulk 
of players that made an exodus from the 
squad after the Zebras reached the Foxtel 
Cup grand final last year, were the main 
reasons cited for his surprise decision. 

Speaking to Goal! Weekly, Ollerton 
said, “To travel to Whittlesea from my 
place three nights a week and a weekend, 
four times a week, it’s a hell of a way. It’s 
over an hour to get there and over an hour 
to get back home. I think anyone that lives 
that distance away from a club only lasts so 
long. I think it becomes a bit monotonous 
after a while” 

“The other side of it is that we went 
to the grand final last year and I thought we’d 
basically need a minimum adjustment to the 
squad to get over for the following year. I 
brought Jerry Karpeh from Perth and a few 
other people, but we had a massive exodus 
of players which didn’t leave me too happy. 
So basically, you’re starting all over again 
and it’s just really ground everything down 
over a period of time. I think the playing 
staff need strengthening by a minimum of 
three or four players, I don’t know whether 
they’re going to do that, but I’m not hanging 
around to found out.” 

Ollerton who turns 57 next week 
went on to add, “I think it was best to move 
on from the club with my head held high. 
I’ve still got friends around the club, but I

thought now is the right time to go.” 

The committee held three meetings 
up to the lead up of Ollerton’s decision in a 
bid to try and convince him to stay. Ollerton 
even took training last Tuesday night and 
said he “felt good” about it afterwards. But 
by Wednesday afternoon however it was all 
over after Ollerton admitted to becoming 
frustrated when negotiations to sign certain 
players broke down, and so decided to call 
it a day at Epping Stadium. 

“Hopefully it’s not the end of Peter 
Ollerton as far as coaching is concerned. 
Hopefully [ll get another opportunity 
again, whether it’s with a Premier League 
side or someone in the First Division, we’ll 
just have to see what comes up.” 

“ve enjoyed my time at the 
Zebras. Sam Cuteri is a gentleman, a lovely 


fellow and a smashing president. I thought 
I would have enjoyed this year more than 
last but for some reason we just lost a bit of 
spark.” 

In a statement released by the club 
on Friday, Whittlesea President Sam Cuteri, 
on behalf of the Zebras’w administration, 
publically thanked and acknowledged the 
great effort and experience Peter bestowed 
upon the club. He wished Peter every 
success in his future endeavours, both 
personally and professionally. 

Football Operations manager 
Joseph Sala acknowledged the enormous 
amount of work and pressure involved 
with coaching at Victorian Premier League 
level. 

“Peter has been a great asset to the 
Whittlesea Zebras FC from day one and his 
absence and experience will leave a great 
hole. The club would like to thank Peter for 
his commitment and efforts over the past 
two seasons, which saw it qualify for last 
year’s Grand Final”. 

The club now looks 
forward to appointing a replacement coach, 
who can capitalise on the abilities of the 
current squad. The club has indicated it will 
announce its replacement as soon as a new 
coach has been confirmed and will probably 
utilise the upcoming break to focus on the 
task at hand. 

Paul Harris had been given the role 
as caretaker coach for the Zebras’ Mother’s 
Day clash with South Melbourne yesterday. 
Harris was also Ollerton’s assistant when the 
duo lead Heidelberg United to a VPL trophy 
in 2001. He also won a Gold Medal and Bill 
Fleming Medal in 1987 as a player. 


AFRICAN COUP FOR SUBURBS? 


Burkina Faso international in their sights 


An immigration lawyer may hold the key 
to this season’s Foxtel Cup fortunes of 
Western Suburbs as the Ralph Reserve 
outfit finds itself in a race against time 
to sign and register Burkina Faso 
international striker Germain Batiano. 
Suburbs secretary John Hatzimouratis was 
not confident that the paper work could 
be sorted before the closure of the current 
Premier League transfer window but if the 
deal goes through club insiders believe that 
they will have pulled off a major transfer 
coup. 

Just a few months ago, Batiano was on the 
scoring sheets for Persitara which plays 
in Liga Indonesia’s western division and 
his pedigree suggests that he would bring 
much-needed fire power to the club which 
is locked in a battle to retain its Foxtel Cup 
status with four clubs being relegated this 
season. 

Batiano has represented the landlocked West 
African country in the African Nations Cup 


and was the subject of a bold attempt last 
season by First Division outfit Dandenong 
Thunder to land him on our shores. 

It is understood that if Suburbs sign Batiano 
they will have to guarantee him around 
$41,800. That would involve finding him a 
job but if his employment does not enable 
him to earn that sum then the club must 
make up the difference. 

Suburbs have been active since the 1 May 
opening of the transfer window, snaring the 
signatures of forwards Serkan Oksuz from 
Coburg United and Igor Khrapko from 
Oakleigh Cannons as well as goalkeeper 
Manny Pappas from Port Melbourne. 
Khrapko played an important role in helping 
the club maintain its Foxtel Cup status last 
season before being sold to Oakleigh this 
season for a sum believed to be $9000. 
It’s rumoured that his return to Ralph 
Reserve came at a transfer price of around 
$5000, which is good business in anyone’s 
language.

“Serkan is a valuable signing for us because 
of his pace and directness up front,” said 
Suburbs assistant coach Savas Saglam.

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In a very entertaining match at the 
Olympic Village in Sunday night’s clash 
in Round 12 of the Foxtel Cup, Western 
Suburbs twice came from behind to share 
the points with Heidelberg United.

WORLD CUP DEBUT 


The Journey That Started With One Small Step 


Next month Australia will continue its 
attempt to reach the World Cup finals in 
South Africa with a series of qualifying 
matches against Iraq, China and Qatar. If it 
succeeds it will then go on to a second stage 
which will determine the four automatic 
places for the Asian Confederation, with the 
fifth placed team facing a play-off against 
the Oceania winner. So to get there Australia 
could face 18 matches in all. 

In 1965 Australia had its first tilt at the World 
Cup and faced a very different scenario. Of the 
four countries in the Asia-Oceania qualifying 
group South Korea withdrew and South Africa 
was banned. So there was only one opponent, 
North Korea, and the two matches were played 
at a neutral venue in Cambodia (Kampuchea) in 
November. 

The Australian preparation consisted of four 
weeks training in Cairns but only one practice 
match against local side Ingham. The last 
international match for the Australian team had 
been against Chelsea in May 1965. Meanwhile 
the North Koreans had played around 35 
internationals in three years and the squad 
consisted of full time players and members 

of the services. Johnny Warren describes the 
culture shock faced by the Australians on 

their first visit to Asia and how much they 
underestimated their opponents. As he said, ‘it 
was like landing on another planet.’ 

The Australian squad of 20 players had 7 Scots, 
5 English and 5 Australians, plus an Irishman, 
a German and Steve Herczeg from South

Australia, whose birthplace I have been unable 
to establish. It is true that one of the English- 
born was John Watkiss who grew up in Botany 
alongside Johnny Warren. The coach was Tiko 
Jelisavcic from Jugoslavia who was player- 
coach at Hakoah in Sydney. 

None of the players from overseas had 
established themselves at the highest level, 
though some had a little first team experience 
with good club sides. Both keepers, John 
Roberts and Bill Rorke were Australians 

and though Roberts was criticised for his 
performance in the first match against North 
Korea, he was the only one of that generation 
to go the other way and establish himself 

in English football with Blackburn Rovers, 
Chesterfield, Bradford City and Southend 
United. 

Nigel Shepherd and Stan Ackerley were the 
full backs, with Pat Hughes, Billy Rice and Les 
Scheinflug at half-back, and the forwards were 
Geoff Sleight, John Anderson, Archie Blue, 
John Watkiss and David Todd. Les Scheinflug, 
who was to be Rale Rasic’s assistant in the 
successful 1974 campaign, was the skipper. 
Several of the Australians had been affected 
by injuries or illness in the lead-up to the first 
game in the Olympic Stadium on 21 November 
1965. A crowd of 60,000 packed the ground, 
cheering for the Koreans. The heat and the 
humidity were oppressive and the speed 

and physicality of their opponents took the 
Australians by surprise. An early goal to the 
marvellous Pak Do Ik was the only score in the

first half, though Watkiss narrowly missed a 
chance just before the break. Then in a thirteen- 
minute spell, North Korea scored three times, 
before Scheinflug converted a penalty after 
Watkiss had been brought down. Two late goals 
to North Korea completed a 6—1 drubbing. 

For the second match three days later, Jelisavcic 
made 5 changes bringing in Bill Rorke in goal, 
Billy Cook, Roy Blitz, Steve Herezeg and 

Jim Pearson. With more height in attack and a 
clear awareness of what they were up against, 
Australia took the game to the Koreans. After a 
quarter of an hour, the enterprise was rewarded 
when Blitz and Pearson set up Scheinflug for 
his second goal of the series. But the lead only 
lasted four minutes as Pak Seung Jin deceived 
Rorke with an effort from 20 metres. Just after 
half-time Korea went ahead though Kim Seung 
Il, and the same player completed the scoring 
late on. 

There were several bizarre things about this 
whole episode. If Australia had won the second 


match, there would have been a play-off, 
because goal difference did not count in these 
matches. After the two qualifiers Australia went 
on to play a series of friendly matches against 
Asian countries and a Swedish team to help 
defray the cost of the World Cup expedition. 
Had these matches been played before, not 
after, it would have made sense and given 

the Australians much needed match practice 
and acclimatisation. So lessons were learned 
by from this disastrous effort, though it took 
another failed campaign before the success of 
1974. 

For North Korea qualification was just the 
stepping stone to its heroics in England where 
it defeated and thus helped eliminate Italy in 
its group and led Portugal by three goals to nil 
before Eusebio and his colleagues regained 
control to win by 5-3.

John Roberts who kept in the 6-1 
defeat by North Korea, but later 
went on to play in England for a 
number of clubs.

A-LEAGUE PLAYERS AND CLUBS SIGN DEAL 


Australia’s Hyundai A-League players have 
celebrated another first for the domestic 
league competition with the signing of an 
historic five year agreement between Football 
Federation Australia (FFA) and the Australian 
Professional Footballers’ Association (PFA). 

“This is another good news day for the 
Hyundai A-League,” FFA CEO, Ben Buckley, 
said. 

“This collective bargaining agreement 
gives the Hyundai A-League clubs and our 
professional football players long term certainty 
and clarity in their working conditions and 
circumstances, as well as their rights and 
responsibilities, for the next five seasons.” 

The new collective bargaining 
agreement (CBA), which runs until the end of the 
2013 Hyundai A-League season, covers issues 
such as the salary cap, the minimum wage, career 
development programs and player entitlements. 

“The new agreement contains measures 
which are very important to professional players 
such as an increase in the minimum wage, 
increased and improved entitlements related to

career-ending injury, access to medical services 
and relocation, and a continuing commitment to 
player education and development through My 
Football Career,” Buckley said. 

He added that the CBA will also assist 
Hyundai A-League clubs to plan and budget 
within an agreed framework. 

The CEO of the PFA, Brendan Schwab, 
also welcomed the landmark agreement. 

“From a player perspective, the CBA 
gives players a clear framework and confidence 
in their capacity to plan their life and build a 
career around football,’ Schwab said. 

Buckley and Schwab were 
joined by PFA President and Sydney FC player, 
Simon Colosimo who said the finalisation of the 
CBA will help build confidence and trust between 
players, clubs and the FFA. 

“T played in the former national league 
as well as the Hyundai A-League, and I can 
honestly say that this is a fantastic day for the 
players. 

“We really appreciate the efforts of both the FFA 
and the PFA in negotiating and finalising this 


agreement, and I can say on behalf of the Hyundai 
A-League players, that we’re looking forward 
to getting on the park for the new season - and 
beyond.”

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usan Brnovic first arrived in Australia in 
D 1992 to coach State League side, Wetgate. 

Three months later he was assistant coach 
to 1958 and 1962 World Cup star Drago Sekularac 
at Heidelberg United. By 1995/96 after Sekularac 
had gone, Brnovic coached Heidelberg United 
to the 1995/96 VPL Grand Final, which it lost to 
Altona Magic 5-3 on penalties after the match 
finished 3-3. 
He attended and graduated from both the coaching 
schools of Partizan Belgrade and Red Star Belgrade, 
and holds the highest coaching badges with the former 
Yugoslavian FA. For many years Brnovic was also a 
FA lecturer who would coach the coaches on seminars 
across Belgrade. 
These days you can find Brnovic coaching individuals 
looking to improve their game. He conducts high 
calibre sessions with many current Foxtel Cup players 
hoping to try and get that extra edge in their game. 
Brnovic works and trains with a variety of players up 
to six days a week, sometimes twice a day. The main 
objective of the intense two hour sessions is to tweak 
and develop an individual’s skills in preparation for 
an assault on a trial in Europe and a possible crack at 
landing a professional contact. 
Danny Visevic trained with Brnovic before he left 
for Croatia’s Dynamo Zagreb recently. Other players 
include Andy Vlahos, Bobby Despotovski, Michael 
Curcija, Hamlet Armenian, Jesse Krncevic, Seb 
Petrovic and Sime Kovacevic. 
Whittlesea Zebras player Seb Petrovich has been 
training with Brnovic for nearly four years and has his 
sights set on a contract with Perth Glory. He recently 
spent some time in Perth for a trial and is waiting for 
a call from David Mitchell. Asked about his thoughts 
on Brnovic’s sessions, Petrovich replied, “He’s 
taught me a lot. He’s very hard working and very 
experienced. They’re really good sessions and I’ve 
found working with Brnnovic my game has improved 
in different areas. I know it won’t happen overnight, 
but his methods have definitely helped me be better 
prepared for a game and taking it to the next level.” 
Back in 1971/72 as part of his Yugoslav FA coaching 
course Brnovic spent nearly three months with West 
Ham United, a time which Brnovic fondly remembers. 
Think of foggy and fresh English winter mornings. 
Think of taking training sessions at a Hammers’ 
Academy involved in programs well ahead of their 
time.

Weekly caught up with Brnovic during the week 
and enjoyed a chat about what else, but football. Over 
a hot cup of green tea he shared some of his thoughts 
and philosophies about the round ball game in 
Australia.

and knowledge he portrayed a zest for discussion 
which epitomised the beauty of opinion in football. 
Here’s what he had to say about various topics. 


The Aussie Game 

To speak about the state of Australian football in the 
near future, the following has to be said. 

Australia is world champions as far as sport in general 
is concerned. Not America, China or Russia, but 
Australia, is leading the world in sport. 

If one country with only 20 million people can take 
roughly the same amount of Olympic medals against 
nations with ten times our population, then we don’t 
need to go much further to find an answer there. 

But, why isn’t it in football? The most popular sport 
of in the world, it has been played for how many 
hundreds of years — but the question is still begging 
for an answer. 

In all the analysing of the state of today’s game, which 
is worrying and which has to be upgraded, it needs 
to be improved with people that actually know about 
the game. 

We need to design progressive programs which are 
synchronised with the Australian mentality. A studious 


program, that can pave the way for Australia to share 
the company with the strongest football nations of the 
world. 

There are still some problems within the current 
structure, which need to be addressed in order to 
progress, but I give myself the freedom to express 
myself and speak in the truth of what I think. 

So far, many of the FFA’s propositions have been 
fulfilled. The current programs are really well outlined 
and structured and are working. Their vision has a lot 
of sports character and it appears a lot of thought has 
been put into it. 

As far as our game in general, there’s not a quick 
fix to get the game going here, and it’s not about 
personal success or failure. It’s due to some situations 
having a positive result through success with results. 
But these are only temporary solutions — these results 
are a mask to the underlying problem that Australian 
football has. 

It’s really important for football and the people 
involved in it, to understand that the continuity of 
results can only be achieved if they follow what’s 
happening around in modern day football. It’s really 
vital to focus on the game as a whole as to what’s

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happening. We’ve got to be willing to accelerate 
the game instead of playing with a certain type of 
nervousness which has been evident in the local game 
over the last four or five years. 

For example, like the World Cup qualifiers whereby 
everything appears to hang on one game like it’s the 
end of the world - the reality in football is something 
different. It’s not a problem playing and getting a 
result, for the FFA there’s a more important problem. 
We need to create a certain mentality and environment 
leading up to games. 

It’s important for all Federations to have a realistic 
base with strong foundations, but to get to that quality 
it’s important to take necessary steps. 

We all need to respect the base. The clubs are the 
vital cogs in the wheel for progress. Clubs are the 
parameters, the value model and the foundation of the 
quality of football. 

They have to know that they follow a certain motto. 
A strong national competition means a strong national 
team. It has to be respected - without strong clubs, 
there’s no strong league. 

These are the guidelines of success. That means, the 
clubs need to be more professional. 

Coaching, administration, management, development 
programs, and realisation that clubs need to aim 
higher in their role in all of this. 

This will gradually bridge the gap between clubs here 
and in Europe. Europe is the pinnacle and that’s what 
we need to aim for. 

Once that is achieved then the strong clubs can feed 
off each other. The logic of that will be visible if it’s 
done properly. 

The quality of coaching has to improve and we need 
to understand how to coach individuals as well as 
teams. 

It is common for the best teams in the world to 
have individual coaches who concentrate on player 
specifics and the standards of their game. 

We also have to nurture the playing of small sided 
games for juniors. 


The VPL 

A Club should be a like church. 

The pyramid that exists at the moment is not good for 
the progression of Australian football. 

It’s directly conflicting and this trend is not only 
negative but a stumbling block that we need to 
overcome. 

In today’s current state it is evident that there’s not 
enough clubs in the A-league. As far as the Premier 
League clubs, there are too many old players playing 
in it. All up there’s only 50 clubs in Australia at 
Premier League level. Too many old players are 
taking up space in these clubs. 

They breed habits from the past and the motive for 
those Premier League players is not tied to the future. 
The main objective for these clubs is to only get 
maximum results for the now. 

The league also has too many incompetent coaches 
— too many who aren’t qualified enough to get the 
best out of what’s there or educated enough in their 
football to know how to bring the youngsters along. 
The coaches that want to stay there lean towards too 
many old players because they need the results and 
that is so evident because everyone is so scared to get 
the sack. 

Development is ignored to get results. 

Thirty-five year olds shouldn’t be playing Premier 
League. 

This all comes back to the structure and the foundation 
of the clubs. 

Clubs should adopt a football school mentality, like 
the ones we see at many clubs overseas, with proper 
organisation, and proper programs working with 
younger players. 

Only this will free our next up and coming football 
generation and stop creating a permanent football 
inflation with current football wages. 


A few years after Brnovic’s short stint at Upton 
Park, Ron Greenwood became manager of England’s 
national team.

of Brnovic’s philosophies at the time ever made their 
way into the England boot room.

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DEVILS SHOWN DOOR TO GALAXY 


All roads led to the Newton Village 
Sports Centre for what was touted 
as the ‘grudge’ match between the 
Campbelltown City Red Devils and 
Adelaide Galaxy in Round 3 of the 
2008 FFSA Cup. 

The two Super League teams 
last met a few weeks earlier, in a fiery 
encounter in Round 5 at Con Makris 
Park, home of the Galaxy. In what 
was a most physical and heated match 
where emotions spilled over into the 
player’s race after the game where 
Galaxy showing their dominance, out- 
muscled the Red Devils for a well- 
earned 3-0 victory. 

It was a very different game 
this time round, Campbelltown on the 
attack from the very start, looking the 
more dangerous of the two sides for 
the first 10-15 minutes of the match. 

The Red Devils were 
strengthened with the much welcomed 
return of wingman Dominic 
Signiorello, who had recovered from 
a hamstring injury and tall timber 
Andy Fowler coming back from an 
ankle injury. Galaxy 
too welcomed back John Fusco after 
being out for one month with injury, as 
well as their captain Paul Karittevlis. 
Campbelltown’s Stanko Zilic was 
walking on thin ice when he was 
booked early in the game after a late 
high ‘kicking in danger’ tackle on the 
Galaxy, almost déja vu looking like a 
repeat of his last encounter, when he 
was given his marching orders in the 
30th minute for some behind play antics, but 
this time the yellow card doing the job to 
settle him down. 

Galaxy had less of the ball early 
on, but the times they did run forward, they 
looked to threaten the Red Devils defence 
and reserve keeper Edward Scalzi. But in the 
29th minute the pendulum swung the other 
way, after Campbelltown’s Fowler tip-toed 
his way around in the box, looking to find a 
gap but unable to do so, cleverly passed the 
ball off out wide to a waiting Jason Trimboli 
(ex-Raiders), who chipped the keeper to go 
one nil up, scoring his debut goal for his new 
team of two weeks. 

Towards the end of the first half 
just as the Red Devils looked to be getting 
the slight upper hand in the game, Galaxy 
showed some promise with some enthusiastic 
runs by their young lads, especially Shaun 
McGreevy. In the 40th minute though 
Galaxy was dealt a blow, young Tom 
Dittmar coming off second best after he 
was challenged by a Red Devils midfield, 
resulting in an ankle injury that was to end 
the game for him. Daniel Carter coming on 
in his place, immediately made an impact on 
the game with his great runs and passing, but 
the half time whistle stopping any further 
chances for him to take any more effect. 

The start of the second half saw 
Galaxy take up from where they left off, 
midfielder Steve De Giovannello taking a 
shot from a free kick 40metres out, targeting 
Michael Doyle camped in the box who 
unfortunately was deemed offside. It was at 
this time that the Red Devil’s put the pedal

to the metal, Simon Catanzaro taking things 
into his own hands as is customary, breaking 
through the Galaxy defence but this time 
being dispossessed as he ran though. Midway 
through the second half Galaxy coach Carl 
Maynard made a precautionary change, 
taking Fusco off for the incoming captain 
Paul Karittevlis, Campbelltown’s coach 
Rocky Aloisi making the counter change, 
taking tall timber Fowler off for pocket 
rocket Oliver Totani, trying to capitalise on 
the fresh legs. Totani did not disappoint, his 
speed and zippiness immediately impacting 
on the game. 

Campbelltown hit the woodwork 
twice in 30 seconds, Galaxy being let off 
the hook as the shots deflected out of play. 
This seemed to really unsettle the Galaxy 
players, resulting in a terrible misdirected 
pass by defender Michael Doyle which put 
the ball on a plate for Jason Trimboli on his 
own, only needing to negotiate a one-on- 
one with Galaxy keeper Julian Torresan, but 
unbelievably pumping the ball away as he 
squandered the chance to go 2-0 up.

In other cup games Western Strikers ended 
the Enfield City Falcons quest to make it 
back to back Cup Quarter Finals berths as 
they progressed through with a 1-0 win. 
Muscara scoring for the Strikers, giving 
them the much needed confidence to get 
them through their slight slump of the last 
couple of weeks. 


MetroStars made it an easy meal of the 
Berries, with their 7-0 thrashing of the 
State League side Salisbury United. With 
only a half time lead of 1-0, makes you 
wonder whether their opposition actually 


took to the pitch at all in the second 
half, maybe only in mind but not in 
body. Goal scorers for the Stars were 
Scotty Tunbridge with a hat-trick and 
James Yong, Joseph Costa, Michael 
Matricciani and Michael Pirone all 
scoring singles and looking good to 
possibly do the double this season. 


Defending Cup Champions Adelaide 
City had a tight 1-0 win against the 
Raiders, taking them further down the 
road towards a possible third successive 
FFSA Cup title.

South Hobart dropped from first place to 
third on the southern Tasmanian Premier 
League ladder after drawing 3-3 with 
Hobart Olympic and losing 5-4 to reigning 
champions Tilford Zebras in their latest 
two matches.

The first controversial incident 
came in the 53rd minute when Cooper’s shot 
was adjudged a goal by referee Kim Barker 
and his assistant John Raymond to give 
South a 2-1 lead. 

Despite protests by Mainella, his 
team-mates and coaching staff, the goal 


stood. Television replays clearly showed the 
ball had passed through the side-netting and 
rebounded back into play off the stanchion. 

Zebras drew level when Mr Barker 
awarded a controversial penalty for a foul 
on Aaron Brazendale.

Brazendale’s fine goal put the 
Zebras in front, but Billy Gasparinatos 
made the most of Cooper’s cross from deep 
on the right to make it 3-3 with 12 minutes 
remaining.
